GERMANY NOT TO. 
BE REPRESENTED 
AT FRISGU FAIR 


Austria Will Send Commission to 
Decide Upon Exhibit and 
Russia Will Take No Part, 


BERLIN, Aug. 1.—Although the 
German Secretary of the interior de- 
clared today that Germany had not 
yet taken action in regard to the 
question of participation in the Pan- 
ama-Pacific Exposition at San Fran- 
cisco in 1915, the opinion is freely 
expressed in official circles that the 
German Empire will not be repre- 
sented there. 

It was pointed out today that the 
British Government's decision not to 
participate settles also the action of 
Germany, as the only factor which 
might have induced the German Gov- 
ernment to bring pressure to bear on 
unwilling business mento exhibit 
was the fear of unfavorable com- 
parison with Great Britain. 

Business men in the majority of 
cases declare themselves tired of the 
expense connected. with frequent ex- 
positions, and say they see no pros- 
pect of financial returns should they 
exhibit at San Francisco. 


Vienna’s Participation in Fatr De- } 
pends Upon Tour of Commission. 
VIENNA, Austria, Aug. L—A com- 


tnission of representatives of the Austro- 
tiungarian Government and of the local 
chambers of commerce is about to go to 
Toronto to visit the exposition there and 
will subsequently proceed to San Fran- 
cisco. On this commission’s report de- 
rends the reply of the Austro-Hungarian 
Government as to participation in the 
Panama-Pacific Exposition.

KILLED MAN, 


Machine Declared to Have 
Passed Car Which Was Dis- 
charging Passengers. : 


NO POLICEMAN THERE 


Chauffeur Had Said He Had 
Signal to Advance When R. 
K. Cooper Was Killed. 


At the inquest into the killing of Rus- 
sell K. Cooper of St. Joseph, Mo., by 
an automobile at Fourth street and 
Washington avenue, to be held Satur- 
day, witnesses will appear who are 
expected to testify that no traffic po- 
liceman was on duty at the corner when 


the fatality occurred at 4 p. m. Thurs- 
day, and that the automobile was on 
the wrong side of the street. 

Harris Horner, the chauffeur, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter after the ac- 
cident that he had received a traffic 
policeman’s signal to go ahead, just 
before his car struck Cooper. He als») 
said he was runnning the car not more 
than six miles an hour. 

Sergt. Gerke, who is in charge of that 
corner, said Friday that there was no 
policeman on duty at the corner, the 
regular traffic man, Patrolman Pacatte, 
having been sent to Ninth and Wash- 
ington avenue on another errand. 

Other Witnesses Appear. 

Other witnesses who called at Po- 
lice Headquarters were Max Krause 
of 1620 Carr street, Anton Fisher of 
1235 North Eleventh street, and the 
crew of the Page car on which Cooper 
had been carried around the loop 
just before the fatality. 

Cooper got off the front end of the 
westbound Page car at the north- 
east corner, and had started to walk 
ahead of the car, which was taking 
ou passengers, in order to cross 
diagonally to the southwest corner. 
The automobile was Yunning north 
on Fourth -streat, and “cut in,” Motor- 
man Engel said, in front of the car, 
striking Cooper just as he crossed 
the Fourth street tracks. 

Krause said the machine was run- 
ning much more than six miles an 
hour, and that Cooper had no chance 
for his life. tie also said the driver 
“cut in” ahead of the trolley car. 
Fisher said it appeared to him that 
the chauffeur, in his haste to pass 
the car, ran on the left hand, or west 
side, of Fourth street. 

Cooper was felled by one of the 
lamps of the automobile, -and the 
wheels passed over his body, break- 
ing his ribs. His skull was frac- 
tured by his fall on the pavement. 
The lamp was twisted in a way 
which, policemen said, indicated that 
the speed must have been more than 
Horner’s estimate of it.

BERLIN, Aug. 1.—Not since the 


Prince Eulenberg scandal of six years 
wo has such general public interes, 
been aroused as was occasioned by 
the court martial convened tc try the 
military officers charged by Dr. Carl 
Liebknecht last April 18 with accepting 
bribes for information of pending con- 
tracts for arms and ammunition, 

The sensational disclorures made by 
Liebknecht in the Reichstag included 


part of the great armanent firm of 
Krupp’s, but also an organized scheme 
for raising war scares so as to force 
the Government to devote more money 
to munitions of war. 

Many Officers Involved, 

Lieuts. Tilian, Hinst. Hoge and 
‘Scleuder of the ordnance department 
‘were brought before the court today, 
as well as two noncommissioned of- 
ficers. Among the civintan offenders 
was the alleged briber who acted for 
the armanent companies. The directors 
of ‘these concerns probably will be 
subpenaed later. 

All the accused officers appeared in 
full uniform, wearing decorations, and 
the tiny court room was noisy with 
clanking swords and crowded with peo- 
ple, including 20- reporters, for, con- 
trary to custom, this court marital fs 
being held with open doors. 

The formal charge against the pris- 

oners is betrayal of military secrets, 
the acceptance of bribes and insubordi- 
nation. 
The accused admitted communicating 
secrets to the Krupp’s ordnance fac- 
tory, but protested that this was done 
without. criminal intent, since they be- 
lieved there were no secrets between 
the German Government and Krupp’s. 
They also admitted that much of the 
information given to the ordnance firm 
would have been highly valuable te 
fogeign countries. 

Tililan’s Words Surprising. 

The most interesting witness was 
Lieut. Tillan, who was Krupp’s chief 
informant during the critical year of 
1906. Soon after the court opened at 9 
o’cloek this morning Lieut. Tillan made 
this astonishing statement: 

“IT only gave Herr Brandt, Krupp’s 
Berlin representative, information be- 
cause Krupp’s whole standing led me to 
feel that Krupp’s and the State were 
identical.”’ 

Tillan’s evidence was clear and 
straightforward. He made no attempt 
to disguise his relations with Brandt. 
He admitted that he might have report- 
ed prices quoted by Krupp’s competitors, 
though he considered the number of his 
communications and the extent of his 
rewards from Brandt were exaggerated 
in the charge sheet. 

Woman In Star Witness. 
Conspicuous among the witnesses in 
the little courtroom, which with closed 
windows was stiflingly hot, were two 
women.

No flags were flying, and 
there were no bands; I saw only grim 
people filled with hatred centuries old 
for the Bulgarians. No tears were shed 
by waiting women who all felt that 
Bulgaria ought to be whipped. 

“Military enterprises in progress 
which would cost any great nation 
hundreds of millions of dollars, but 
which were being carried on by a 
country with only two and a half 
millions of people with no established 
credit or national resources, 

‘In a park in Belgrade old men, 
women and children were sitting on 
benches looking at each other. 
Women in black were on every bench, 
widows of the first war. I did not 
believe that in this age such scenes 
were possible. The peopla have been 
crushed by sorrow until they are 
humb. 

Crops Rot in Fields. 


“The Balkans give the big nations 
of Europe an opportunity to do more 
than look satisfed and offer prayers. 
When snow comes again the starving 
people of the Balkans will be charge- 
able to Europe. The crops are rot- 
ting In the flelds. When cold weather 
comes the people of the Balkans will 
not even have dry bread to eat. 

“If the soldiers could be at home 
for one week they could save the 
remnants of the crops of small grain, 
could cut the weeds from the corn, 
but nothing can restore the harvest. 
This problem is for Europé, as Amer- 
iea is far away.” 

Young visited the House of Com- 
mons today. He wiil remain in 
Europe until the middle or the end 
of August.

Free Use of Grounds With Po- 
lice to Guard Is Offered by 
Commissioner Davis. 


Sky-roofed hotels, with accommoda- 
tions free, will be provided by the city 
on future hot nights this summer. Carr 
Park and Lyon Park, which are dis- 
tinctly neighborhood resorts, will be 
thrown open to the public by order of 
Park Commissioner Davis, and police- 
men will be there to see that the sleep- 
ers are not molested. 

Families will be permitted to take 
mattresses and pillows to the parks. If 
Carr and Lyon Parks prove too small 
for the crowds, Fairground Park will 
probably be opened. Its capacity is al- 
Most unlimited, 

Commissioher Davis does not favor the 
idea of opening Forest, O’Fallon or Ca- 
rondelet Parks in this manner. as it 
might be difficult to provide police pro- 
tection. As a matter of fact, many men 
sleep in the larger parks every hot 
summer nights and the police do not dis- 
turb them. 

Five or. six summers ago, when Phil 
C. Scanlan was Park Commissioner, all 
the parks were thrown open to the pub- 
lic as sleeping places during a hot 
wpell. In other recent summers, until 


longed heat.as to make such a meas- 
ure necessary. 

Dr. E. W. Saunders recommended to 
Davis the opening. of the smaller parks, 
as a meastire not only of comfort, but 
of health, for the people of the crowded 
districts. 

Chief Young also approved of . the 
plan, saying that the city should be as 
considerate of the cémfort of families 
in the summer as it is In giving winter 
shelter to hoboes in public buildings.

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. COMPULSORY PUBLICITY IN STRIKES. 


dustrial Disputes Investigation Act, which, it is 
said, has during the six years of its operation, 
brought about the settlement of 127 out of a total 
of 145 disputes that threatened strikes, and has 
reduced the actual number of strikes to an aver- 
age of three a year. 

These extraordinary results are due to enforced 
publicity. Whenever a strike or lockout is threat- 
ened, the parties in dispute must notify the Gov- 
ernment that unless an investigation board, under 
the act, is appointed such strike or lockout will 
take place. The board is then created, with rep- 
resentatives of both sides and a third member 
chosen by these, who acts as chairman. This board 
has full authority to compel testimony and get at 
all the facts. Its decision, with the. facts so dis- 
covered, is then made public. There is no further 
coercion. If the disputants still disagree, they 
are at liberty to proceed with strike or lockout. 
‘ The value of such a law would have been seen 
in the industrial disputes that have troubled St. 
Louis recently. The plea of “nothing to arbi- 
trate,” and the refusal to testify as to the facts 
would have been barred, and the strikes might 
have been prevented.

-In. your issue of July 14 you state that a Mr. 
Sadler 6f the City Attorney’s office contemplates 
the proposal of an ordinance which would pro- 
hibit anyone living in‘a flat, apartment or tene- 
ment from keeping a dog, while said contemplat- 


ed ordinance would allow any householder to 


keep one dog. 

So, according to my comprehension, the renter 
of a flat, apartment of tenement who is fortu- 
nate, enough, to possess a faithful animal, the 
protector of his or her home and loved ones, is, 
if Mr. Sadler’s class legislation takes effect, to 
be prohibited from further keeping said animal. 
This means.-that the life of the dog belonging 
to the renter must be sacrificed, and thus he, 
the renter, will also lose the affections of per- 
haps his truest friend and for years mourn his 
loss... Such legislation, or attempted proposed 
legislation, would not be tolerated in Russia, 

Some people in St. Louls value their dog most 
highly. These people would not allow the for- 
feiture of the life of the dog; also their right to 
keep one, and would move to adjacent cities. 
‘This ;would cause, or be the cause,‘ of a greater 
number. of flats, apartments and tenements being 
vacant. 

I believe in the protecting of citizens and all 
creatures from the terrible effects of hydropho- 
bia and from the causes that produce same, but 
the despotic and tyrannical contemplated ordi- 
nance will not accomplish in any way the pre- 
vention of hydrophobia. It will only gender a 
spirit which will show those who favor such an 
ordinance that those who pay heavy rents for 
flats, etc., are not “slaves,” but free citizens of 
“a glorious republic.”

Bank Review is Rather 

Optimistie. 

The Mechanics-American National Bank 
in its monthly review says: 

“If there -has ben any appreciable fall- 
ing off in business activity in the country 
as a whole, there jig little trace of such a 
recession in this city. On the contrary, 
the wholesale trade is ahead of last vear, 
and in most lines of Business it may be 
said that prevailing conditions are as fa- 
vorable, if not better, than they were 
twelve months ago. In dry goods, busi- 
ness is well sustained. while in the cloth- 
ing industry it may be called really active. 
The hardware interests report larger orders 
than were booked at this time last year, 
and although there si a cautious feeling 
in many lines, this does not savor at all of 
pessimism. n the contrary, there is in- 
creased cheerfulness. and among business 
men generally the :eeling prevails that 
there will be continued improvement, with 
very much better business in the autumn. 
“Throughout this section money is in 
active demand. Merchants are borrowing 
heavily, and while applications are scaled 
down to cover only actual requirements, 
the aggregate injuiry is sufficient to em- 
ploy most of.the money ‘that the banks 
of this section have to lend. The banks 
of the Southwest are well: prepared for the 
drain, and while the requirements of the 
crop-moving period will be large, there is 
reason to.believe that the withdrawals of 
currency for the agricultural districts will 
not be unduly burdensome. Because of the 
large business being done in most in- 
dustries there is reason to expect fairly 
firm money rates during the balance of the 
year. Nothing approaching acute strin- 
gency has devioped as yet, and it is not 
believed that any such conditions will de- 
velop. But the banks have a good healthy 
demand for money, with an inquiry broad 
enough te employ around § per cent about 
all of the funds that they have to offer. 
Ther have been heavy direct borrowings 
by firms.and corporations which ordinarily

While there is inereasiog complaint 
among farmers of the price of wheat 
being too low, the movement to mar- 
ket continues on a liberal scale, but 
it is said ‘that some farmers will 
hold wheat for feed, as it is claimed 
that this grain at present prices is 
cheaper than corn for feeding pur- 
poses. 


There was a big market in corn again 
Friday, millions of bushels changing 
hands at an advance of nearly 2 cents. 
Professional traders were predicting 70c 
corn by next week and others Tic. 

As is usual when a speculative furor 
js on much of the trade was buying 
“blind,” ignoring the fact that prices 
have registered a” sensational advance 


and are now approaching dangerous 
levels for this season of the year, when 
the entire crop is yet to be marketed 

It is admitted that the corn crop is 
badly damaged over a wide area, but 
the loss is not yet sensational, as much 
of the corn belt has had regular rains. 
In this the present drouth differs from 
that of two years ago. 

The market news, of course, was 
bullish, with the exception of Liverpool 
cables, which were practically unchanged 
— the excitement in domestic mar- 

ets. 

The weather map showed the South- 
west dry as a bone, with temperatures 
high. The lines on the map indicated 
no relief in‘sight. 

Experts continue to lower their esti- 
mates on the crop, and some place the 
vield at less than 2,500,000,000 bushels, 
against 3,124,000,000 busheis a year ago. 
The Government report to be issued on
